Mr. White was in the act of oiling 
the overhead shafting, when a set 
screw on a pulley caught the arm of 
his sweater, and this garment and 
other clothing were stripped and tom 
in the winding-up process, and Mr. 
White was subjected to a violent 
whirl. .Besides bumps and bruises 
aplenty, the laceration of one arm 
was such that some fourteen stitches 
were required to close the wounds. 
Possibly the heavy weight of Mr.

TTie attention of a 
doctor was at once secured and the 
condition of the patient is just as 
good as can be expected under the 
circumstances. 

The purchase of turkpys, and the 
killing and shipment of same for the 
Christmas market, is a transaction of 
dimension and of much local interest. 
Ten hundred and thirty-seven birds 
handled, aggregating in weight 
lpfiOO lbs. The money paid exceeded 
three thousand dollars, a splendid dis¬ 
tribution for the one delivery. Over 
seven hundred of the total were killed 
and dressed by an expert killer, with 
local assistance, and under the plan of 
operation the turkey raisers and farm¬ 
ers have the decided advantage and 
saving of having the work well done 
at ten cents per head. This big trans¬ 
action in turkeys was accomplished in 
Vulcan by the Vulcan Co-Op., and the 
shipment made to the Burns Company 
for re-shipment to the markets of the 
east. The contract price was paid, 
though there had been a decided slump 
in prices. The Burns company fur¬ 
nish expert men for the killing and 
grading, and the organized system of 
handling certainly facilitates the en¬ 
tire transaction to the general advan¬ 
tage of all concerned.

This is the special joy of the 
Christmas season for adults—the re¬ 
union by thought, by word, by gift, 
with old friends. No' man is poor 
who has a friend. 

WHERE IS CANADA? 

We are beginning to think that 
Canadians will hav e to take drastic 
steps to make their identity recogniz¬ 
ed. A local citizen has just reported 
that he has received an appealing let¬ 
ter from U.S. Technical, Correspon¬ 
dence School. The letter presents the 
letter presents the wonderful advan¬ 
tage of the school training. It makes 
the introductory comment to the re¬ 
cipient: “Now that all the stir and ex¬ 
citement of elections are over, you 
will be able to settle down and avail 
yourself of our marvellous offer, etc.’’ 
That school will never know that its 
chances for another client died in that 
first sentence. Did it really think 
that the U.S. elections had undermin¬ 
ed the mentality of Canadians, or did 
it just blandly consider that Canada 
was an adjunct »of U.S.A. You re¬ 
member we recorded last week, that 
a band in an English city played 
“Yankee Doodle’’ in honor of visiting 
Canadians Really, it would appear 
that nobody knows us. 

RECIPROCITY 

We dwell a great deal on Cana¬ 
dians who have crossed the line, and 
played prominent parts in American 
life. There has also been a large re¬ 
ciprocal movement. Many Americans 
have exerted far reaching influence in 
our development and have become 
leading Canadians. George Millen 
president of the Eddy Company was 
of Americap birth as were also Sir 
William Van Horne, Lord Shaugnessy 
and Sir Henry Thornton.

TRIP ACROSS CANADA 

Sir John Keane, D.S.O., has re¬ 
turned from a trip ’ across Canada, 
and says this of the West: “The eco¬ 
nomic problem of Western Canada is 
one of right things in the wrong 
place. On Vancouver Island, giant 
trees cumber land valuable for agri¬ 
culture. Apples of prime quality in 
the Okanagan yield the grower a 
penny a pound—a bare, living, arid 
retail in London for 8 pence a pound. 
It is the same way with wheat. The 
cost of transport to the consumer 
and the toll of intermediaries is a 
heavy burden on the producer. For 
this reason transportation is an all 
important feature of the economic 
life of Canada. There are three great 
wheat routes—by rail to the head of 
the Great Lakes, thence across the 
I States or to Montreal. The third to 
Vancouver. And another route being 
| opened to Prince Rupert. But the 
i prairie farmer^Jastens on the uneco- 
, nomic nature of these outlets. He 
decries against the many handlings, 
seven in number on the Trans-Amer¬ 
ican route, and the long distance on 
the Western branch. He does not 
paUs e to weigh the Labor saving effic¬ 
iency of the elevator storage, nor the 
relative costs of land and water borne 
charges. It is froiri such an atmos¬ 
phere that the two schemes—the St. 
Lawrence Waterway and the Hudson 
Bay route have developed. 

XMAS—ALTA 

The Hamilton Spectator protests 
against the using of "Xmas" for 
“Christmas.” While all realize that 
it is not in good taste, yet most of 
us in the hurry and bustle of Christ¬ 
mas rush, avail ourselves of any ex¬ 
pedient in the way of abbreviations. 
Almost every one is sensitive about 
some part—icular short cut. For our 
self, we bristle whenever we see “Al¬ 
ta.’’ for “Alberta.” Alta, sounds like 
nothing on earth, but Alberta is a 
beautiful dignified word. We wonder 
if teachers insist on young Albertans 
writing the name of their province in 
full. To do us justice we of Alberta, 
take more pride in that full, rich 
name, than do our correspondents. 
But we must teach them. 

AGAIN THE CALENDAR 

With the falling of Christmas and 
New Years this year in the midweek, 
making of them isolated single day 
j holidays, the matter of revising the 
I calendar meets with considerable fav¬ 
or. The idea is to divide the year in¬ 
to 13 months of 28 days each, leaving 
the odd day, the 365th to be used as 
an extr% Sabbath. This was the cus¬ 
tom in Moses’ time but has been long 
forgotten. A simple conversion table 
has been compiled to transpose the 
extra days after the 29th of each 
month to proper places in the thir¬ 
teen month calendar. Once the sys¬ 
tem was adopted, it would clear 
away many inequalities and shifting 
of special! dates. Already th e 13th 
month system has many uses in Un¬ 
ited States, Canada and Britain. Mo¬ 
tion picture theatres, U.S. press as¬ 
sociations, the T. Eaton Company in 
Toronto,Montreal and Hamilton, have 
adopted it as have also the railway 
companies in England. 

NOT QUITE ANTIQUE 

The selling in Hamilton, Ont., last 
week of a number Of elegant coaches 
phaetons and victorias, has caused 
bitter tears to be shed in the East 
for the days of the elegant nineties. 
It is said that they were sold for less 
than one could have hired them for, 
for an hour or two, thirty years ago 
A victoria costing $1500 went for $2. 
A fine red jingle bell cutter went for 
60 cents. The carriage of Adam 
Brown, the widely known postmaster, 
went for $3.50. These vehicles are at 
the unfortunate age of not being rare 
enough for antiques and too rare for 
usefulness.

A STORY OF THE OLD DAYS IN ALBERTA 


We reproduce the following inter¬ 
esting story of the life of an Alberta 
woman, Mrs. Alex. Thompson, during 
the early pioneering days. 

Mrs. Thompson was born in Walk- ! 
erton, Ontario, and her earliest recol- ! 
lections are of rosy stories of the 
magic West. Some of the family I 
had already penetrated to Winnipeg,' 
and a brother, a sister and her hus¬ 
band had pushed their way along 
with the railroad to - tnat farthest 1 
West, known as Calgary. ' 

In 1888 then, her father and moth¬ 
er decided to venture into the un¬ 
known wilds as far as Calgary The 
family arrived after long days of 
travel, were met by brother and sis- 
tier and made their ‘home on a ranch 
just out of Calgary where now stands 
the P. Burns’ abattoir, At that time, 
it was a vast nothingness. Eighth 
Avenue was then called Stephen Ave. 
and boasted a two plank sidewalk of 
which it was very proud. The busi-J 
ness places of the Great White Way 
were Holliday’s Bakery, G. C. King’s 1 
General Store and postoffice, 1, G. 
Baker’s General Store and two or. 
three Chinase joints. Even at that 
early date the Chinamen were pres¬ 
ent and were a far greater source of 
terror to the children than the In¬ 
dians. The Eau Claire Lumber Mill 
was on the river side. Mrs. Is*e (the 
mother of Mrs. P. Nolan) had her 
home on Main Street and-the house 
is. today one of Calgary’s landmarks. 
On the south side of the railroad 
were the long, low forts, to w hich the 
women and children w<rncdespatched 
at the rumors of Indian uprisings. 
The Indians roamed found perpetu¬ 
ally in full wSr paint and feathers. 
The only bridge in the whole country 
side was the one across the Elbow. 
Anyone whit didn’t want to go that 

way, forded. - 

The first and only school at the 
time was the Central—an unimpos¬ 
ing four room structure which 1 was 
built with an eye to great growth. 
Mrs. Thompson attended this school 
for two years, her first-teacher being 
Miss Wheeler, who later was married 
and is the mother of Kathleen Par- 
low, the great violinist. Mr. Short, 
K.C., was the principal. There was 
a Methodist S.S. and Mr. W.H. Cush¬ 
ing was the first teacher there. Al¬ 
ready Father Lacombe was in charge 
of the Roman Catholic church, and a 
convent was established Irish’s ho¬ 
tel was a landmark to the south of 
the track. In addition there were 
a few homes for the most part quite 
primitive. One however, stands out 
still in Mrs. Thompson’s memory as 
a magivjficient house. It was all 
gables and curlicues, arid was very 
grand amongst the lowly dwellings, 
that clung close to the wind-swept 
plain. Where - Elbow Park now is, 


was the Shaganappi Indian Reserve. 
The present huge cemetery was a 
dairy farm. There didn’t seem to be 
anybody dead in those days. 

To the West, Morley was the end 1 
of steel, and southward the stage¬ 
coach still reigned. The four-horse 
stage made its • first stop at Pine 
Creek, the original stopping house 
being still- in existence. The next 
stopping place was Dewdney (now 
Okotoks). Gopher House was the 
pretentious name of this place, and it 
was located some two miles east of 
the present town, at which point the 
stage forded. Mr. John Lineham 
was synomymous with Okotoks, or 
Dewdney. Even then logs were be¬ 
ing brought down Sheep Creek tq 
Mr. Lineham’s mill. 

High River was called “The Crsos- 
ing” and here Buck Smith-was “mine 
host” at the stopping house where 
Telfer’s Boarding House now stands. 

After two years on the Calgary 
ranch, Mrs. Thompson’s father, Mr. 
Fiske, hioved lus family to a more 
permanent home at Gladys. About 
this time the railroad came through 
to High RivOT; with a once a week 
mixed train--each way And the town 
began to assume a cosmopolitan air. 
Mr. Holmes was postmaster and Mr. 
Limoges kept the general store. 
Amongst the present old timers of 
those days were M r. Wa llace, Mr. 
Riley, the Sexsmitlf family, Seven I 
Brown, Mr. Thorne of Mazeppa and 
the Gardiners. .Those too, were the 
days of the remittance men, who like 
the lilies of the field neither toiled 
nor spun, except for spinning yarns 
to raise more funds from home. As 
an incident of the desperate device- 
to which they were sometimes driven 
Mrs. Thompson tells of a couple- ot 
remittance men who had pleaded in 
vain for increased allowance As il 
in answer to prayer however, a 
threshing outfit was brought into ti e 
country and some rash soul, harvest¬ 
ed a little grain. 'Seizing on the oc¬ 
casion, the remittance men mounted 
the straw stack :|md had themselves 
photographed with “their” magnifi- 
cient crop. The photos were sent J,o 
the old country, and the delighted 
parents at once came through. 

Buck Smiths’ was a popular stop¬ 
ping house, and ranchers would come 
in to stay for weeks at a. time and 
bask in the delights of town life. In 
connection with their home at Gladys 
Mrs. Thompson tells that the building 
of their home was something to re¬ 
member. It was large for those days 
and the trips to Calgary for the lum¬ 
ber took five days each. If the ford¬ 
ing was had, it took longer. Oner; a 
year ordinarily this trip was made to 
bring supplies. 

When she was Bi'pnd'her brothel 
It, it was decided bv the. family that 


the younger children should be taken 
to school in Calgary. So for seven 
months these two children, 18 and 14- 
years of age, lived alone on the home 
stead, with miles of emptiness 
stretching in every direction. Noth¬ 
ing happened however. They’ did a 
little ploughing with oxen ami a 
great deal of riding on Indian cay- 
uses. The school, problem however, 
became pressing. Mr. Thome and 
Mr. Fiske had several children school 
age. So a school ordinance was sent 
for to determine the requirements of 
school districts. Every week end for 
months a wordy battle .was staged at 
the home Mr. Fiske, the bachelors 
of the district protesting violently 
against such nonsense as schools. 
Finally however, a school district was 
etablished with the school at Mr. 
Stauffer’s farm. Jewett and Milt 
Thorne, Charlie Fiske and Mrs. 
Thompson were the senior pupils. 
Great emphasis was laid on the 
three “Rs’’ 

The high spots in the way of pleas¬ 
ure were the 12th of July celebration 
at Dewdney, and the Davisburg Fair 
which was held at the Merriam rancii 
Wily it was called a "Fair” Mrs. 
Thompson cannot explain, as there 
was nothing to exhibit. But there 
were endless races. There were also 
dances which the whole family at- 
tnded. A dance was a tremendous 
event. Guests started before dark so 
they wouldn't get lost on the prairie, 
and stayed till daylight so they 
would’n't he lost .Mr. Hans' house in 
those days was a popular resort as 
it was a three decker. People danced 
on the first twb floors, and parked 
the babies ip the attic. Mr. Hans, 
Mr. Rolls of Okotoks and Mr. Khat- 
tuck were the fiddlers no canned 
music. It was understood that every 
family should have about three sur¬ 
prises a winter, _\yjth a grand dunce 
to top off. 

Hospitality in those days was the 
guiding principle. No matter how 
small a house, there was room for 
the traveller. No matter how hum¬ 
ble the. fare—of sow hellv and mo¬ 
lasses— there was enough for the pas 
sing guest. Missionaries and R.N'.W. 
M.l\ were most frequent visitors, 
ami of them all, Mrs. Thompson has 
most kindly recollections of Dr. 
Hobbs, recefitlyyjiilled in T’otioka, at 
that time a 

The High River district drifted 
placidly along in its ranching ways, 
adding gradually to its population, 
till about 2t! years ag«f, when the big 
rush started. At that time Mr. K.E. 
Thompson, real estate agent, was 
largely responsible for the tremen¬ 
dous interest in wheat growing. The 
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when the district was stocked with 
| Hungarian partridge, which have 
| since spread through Saskatchewan, 
Montana, Athabasca and southern 
British Columbia. At least 1,000 
Mongolian pheasants will lie brought 
into the district as well, it was de- 
I cided. These are bigger birds than 
tlie Chinese pheasants, 1.800 of which 
the association set out in the Calgary 
district this year, besides sending 
several hundred birds and 2,400 eggs 
to different parts of the province. 
Both the Mongolian and Chinese 
pheasants will be restocked next year 
and for three or four years following 
to insure a large number being per¬ 
manently in the country. The assoc¬ 
iation also will put forth efforts to 
obtain several hundred Hungarian 
partridge for restocking purposes. It 
was decided to assist in the campaign 
to exterminate magpies, owls and 
hawks during the winter season when 
these birds prey of pheasants. Hun¬ 
garian partridge, ruffled grouse and 
prairie chicken.

The introduction of the new curri¬ 
culum for Alberta High School coup- 
fed with the unit system has uninten¬ 
tionally added one extra year of 
study for the average student. 

That the average student would be 
able to undertake and complete seven 
units a year was expected when the 
curriculum was inaugurated five 
years ago. It is now evident that the 
average student has been attempting 
to do this but has failed. The High 
School examination results of 1927 
and 1928 show this:

its written by candidate 
who wrote five or more 
units . 7.009 

2. Average number of un 

its passed by candidates 
who wrote five or more 
units .7. 5.28 

The above table proves that the 
scheme does not work out as the av¬ 
erage student apparently can pass 
only 5.28 units. 

Normal Entrance or Junior Matric¬ 
ulation (Grade XI) require the com¬ 
pletion of twenty-one units, but be¬ 
cause thes e two courses are not iden¬ 
tical in the content of prescribed un¬ 
its, 23 units are necessa/y to com- 
! plete both courses, with an average 
of rive un s . \. :.r Tn « it-clf 

makes a four vear course. 

The Grade XII or First Class calls 
for 29 units and Senior Matriculation 
thirty, while graduating in the two 
calls for thirty two units. It is man 
ifest that five /ears at the very least 
is necessary. 

If in the opinion of parents, rate¬ 
payers, teachers and students, the 
extra year required is of no import¬ 
ance, then tne unit system gives a 
good cuj\rjculu. >. If, however, the 
extra year is important ecno n .• i".v. 
then some eor’.c • hi taken 

Under the old curriculum it is per¬ 
tinent to recall, the average student 
did graduate on scheduled time- - 
Grade XI in three years, tirade XII 
in four years. Not only did be do so 
j but completed the course with great- 
I er east) than is now. experienced in 
completing the 5.32 units per year.

About seven million trees will be 
used in North America this Christ¬ 
mas. Are the forests being devastated 
by the cutting of Christmas trees? 
Dr. Howe, of the Faculty ot Fores¬ 
try, Toronto University, says No. 
Dr. How e says: ‘‘An area of thirty 
square miles, if set aside and man¬ 
aged for Christmas tree production 
j should supply the present demand 
I for each year, for all time.” The 
I Canadian Forestry Association advo- 
I cates that in connection with forest 
! plantations, there should be planted 
[ spruce and balsam for Xmas trees. 
When they reach proper sizq, the own 
j er can cut them out and market them 
and still leave the timber crop matur- 
f ing. This year New Brunswick alone, 
is filling a demand for three million 
j Christmas trees. This might appeal 
as a commercial enterprise. Two 
thousand Christmas trees could be 
grown on one acre at a planting cost 
! of less than a cent a tree, and with 
i a ten year rotation could supply a 
great demand.

The White Gift 
Sunday is being sUddily emphasized 
in children’s minds, bidding fair to 
overshadow in importance the old 
fashioned though enduring Christmas 
tree. 

ALBERT A_MINERALS 

In connection with the rapid devel¬ 
opment of the new mineral tracts of 
Manitoba and the discovery of miner¬ 
al wealth in Saskatchewan and ABber 
ta, the Edmonton Journal lias issued 
a new mining supplement. This is 
full of up .to date information on min¬ 
ing development in the four western 
provinces. Mineral wealth apparent¬ 
ly exists in Northern Alberta, as 
generously as in the northern por- 
them portions of Quebec, Ontario, < 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan ami B. C. 
Cyril Young, head of Canadian Na¬ 
tional Development says: “North and 
west from Alberta provincial rail¬ 
ways from Hudson’s Hope up the 
Finlay, lies a fhineralized pre-Cain 
brian formation similar to the Sul¬ 
livan area from which Consolidated 
Smelters is drawing 75 per cent, of 
its ore.” Alberta contains more than 
87 per cent, of Canadian coal re¬ 
serves; 66 per cent, of the annual 
petroleum production; 63 per cent, 
of the annual natural gas produced; 
more than 1,000,000 h.p. water power 
utilized and available for hydro devel 
opment and more than 15000 square 
miles underlaid by bituminous sands, 
said to comprise one of the richest 
potential oil fields in the world. 

NEW TOWN OF HYTHE 

The new town of Hythe, which is 
being build in anticipation of the ar¬ 
rival of the railway on December 15, 
is an example of the incredible en- 
t rgy of that great new w;st, of the 
Peace River region. Hy he ha.- shift 
ed its location from the original town 
site. On August 1, the first sod was 
turned for the Hythe hotel, the first 
building i>n the new townsite. In a 
few weeks, the last vestige of the old 
town will have been removed to the 
new, The town streets are laid out, 
buildings have shot up and at least 
twenty five business places of an up 
to date ’nature and of every descrip¬ 
tion are going with full steam ahead. 
There are seven flowing wells in the 
town. A great future is predicted for 
this energetic, forward looking burg. 
It taps the Pouce Coupe country, the 
Goodfare district, a large portion-of 
the Valhalla district and all the ter¬ 
ritory west to B.C. 

WE SHALL SEE 

The total of auto registration in 
Alberta up to the present this year, 
numbers 82,500. Last year there 
were 73,364 car owners in the prov¬ 
ince. Revenue from registration last 
year was $1,319,482, while in 1928 it 
is $1,800,000. Officials figure that the 
gasoline tax will bring in $850,000 at 
a levy of 3 cents a gallon. Thus a 
revenue of $2,600,000 that the provin¬ 
cial government will take in from au¬ 
tomobile owners. The Alberta Motor 
Association taken into consideration 
into considbrating this revenue pro¬ 
nounced its views at the annual meet¬ 
ing: “Be it resolved by the members 
of the AfWprta Motor Association 
that they respectfully request the 
government of Alberta to set aside 
under statute all motor car license 
fees and gasoline tax when collected, 
to be used exclusively for the high¬ 
way construction and maintenance in 
the province.”

Bom to Arrowwood and Queens¬ 
town on November 30, a healthy 
young newspaper, The Bow Valley 
Herald. The child is most welcome 
to his parents and shows unmistak¬ 
able signs of strength and vigor, ev¬ 
en at this early age. The parents are 
to be congratulated on their fine 
Southern Alberta product. At the 
christening, its life was dedicated to 
the service of the people of Shouldice 
Queenstown, Arrowwood and Milo. 
In return, it expects proper nourish¬ 
ment. A modem newspaper plant 
will be installed shortly in the district 
in order that it may be strictly a 
home product. 


The Medicine Hat telephone staff 
is celebrating the winning of the 
shield for the best kept exchange in 
the province. 

Montreal is the first Canadian city 
to have passed the million mark in 
population. It now has a population 
of l,032,38g. 

Over 176,000 trees have been plant¬ 
ed along the main highways of the 
province of Quebec in the past two 
years by the Roads Department. 

The Royal Bank opened up a daily 
branch of the bank at Turner Valley 
on December 1st. M. G. Smith of 
Cowley is the manager and Fred 
Holmes, Okotoks, teller. 

A new record price for a seat on 
the Toronto stock exchange was set 
with the sale recently for $150,000 of 
the seat held hy Newman Seagram to 
Frank G. Lawson, Toronto. 

•The Raymond Sugar factory is 
closing down after the most success¬ 
ful run since its establishment four 
years ago. About 65000 bags of sug¬ 
ar have already been turned out. 

The annual financial report of the 
Bank of Montreal for the year ended 
October, 31, 1928, shows assets of the 
bank at $875,782,523 against $831,548 
967 at the end of the previous fiscal 
year. Cash holdings total $118,987,- 
065. 

Canada in 1928 is providing more 
work for her people than any year 
since 1913. This is on the authority 
of the Bureau of Statistics. Yet in 
United States, there are over 4,000,- 
000 jobless people, amongdt those us¬ 
ually at work. 

Four hundred dollars for a half 
bushel of wheat is what Herman 
Trelle pakl at the Royal Winter Fair 
for his own sample, prize winning 
half bushel. Under the conditions of 
entry, prize exhibits must be ‘sold, 
hut a winner may buy his own exhi¬ 
bits. 

In the livestock classes in the re¬ 
cent Vancouver Exhibition, cattle 
shown by. McKenzie Bros, of Lacombe 
►were successful in carrying off a 
grand championship as well as three 
firsts, six seconds, three thirds, six 
fourths, one fifth, one ixth and one 
eighth. 

After a battle of many years, the 
Bible has won its way into the Ed¬ 
monton public schools, when the 
Board of Education acceded to the re 
quest of the Edmonton Ministerial 
Association for the introduction of 
selected Bible readings into the cur¬ 
riculum. 

The Canadian Vickers Company, 
Limited, Montreal, has come to an 
agreement with the Fokker Air Craft 
Co. of America, whereby the Fokker 
Universal, Super Universal and E10 
types of planes will be built in Mon¬ 
treal for sale "in Canada and New¬ 
foundland. 

The Rive Stock Pedigree A ct is a 
live fqrce and at present two men 
face a criminal trial because they are 
alleged to have misrepresented cattle 
that they sold as pure bred Ayrshires 
when they were not pure bred. Siich 
frauds'used to he of common-occur¬ 
rence, but are dying out. 

Capt. Carey of the Vestris was him 
self a victim of the disaster which 
closed the lives of over a hundred 
persons. Ho was a victim of the in¬ 
spection by American officers which 
gave his vessel a clean bill of health. 
It remains to he soon whether he was 
not also a victim to a fear to call for 
assistance while there remained a 
chance of getting through without. 

Requests for Reward wheat have 
been pouring into Ottawa, and can¬ 
not he filled.

Photography bids fair to take the 
place of a vast army of typists in the 
Land Registry offices of London, 
England. The camera works in a 
room guarded by strictest privacy. In 
an hour 50 copies of 50 different 
deeds may. be photographed dried and 
in suitable condition to be handed to 
the owner or mortgagor of the land. 
Each photograph is naturally an ac¬ 
curate copy, requiring no checking. 
Eventually this may lead to a great 
reduction in the number of typists 
required in certain types of business 
offices.

Simple Spinal Facts 


L IKE “Omnia Gallia" that we used to 
struggle with in school, the human 
spine is divided into three main sections. 

These are the cervical, the dorsal and 
the lumbar regions. The different divisions 
are easily fixed in mind if it is remembered 
that the dorsal or centre sectiyn is com¬ 
posed of the spinal bones that have ribs 
attached. 

Above the dorsal section are the cervi- 
cals, or neck bones, these extending front 
the shoulder to the skull. 

Below the dorsals are the lumbars, the 
foundation bones of the back. All told, 
there are twenty - four movable bones in 
the spine of an adult. 

The normal spine has two balancing 
curves one forward in the small of the 
back the lumbar section, and one back 
ward in the upper dorsals or shoulder 
region. A plumb line dropped from the 
base of the neck should touch the base of 
the spine. 

Every bone in the spine is seperated 
from its neighbors above and below by a 
cushion of cartilage, to absorb the.shocks 
of walking and other movement." 

Every bone of the spine is, in effect, a 
short section of pipe, for there is in each 
jfi hole through which the spinal cord ex¬ 
tends. 

The spinal cord, by the way, is not just 
a cord, rope, or extra strong section of 
| elastic rubber, as one might imagine, but 
| is actually the extension the tail, if you 
please of the brain itself. It is thi'medium 
of communication between the brain 
proper and the other regions of the body. 

This communication is effected hy the 
nerves which branch off from the spinal 
cord all the way down its length. These 
nerves, which are main trunk nerves, are 
thirty - one pairs in number, affd it is 
estimated that each one eventually ter¬ 
minates in approximately two million tiny 
nerves. 

In other words, the spinal cord rs'the 
central distribution station for about 
sixty-four million nerves forming a net¬ 
work that is distributed throughout every 
part of the body. 

1 he trunk nerves depart from the spine 
between the spinal bones, each such trunk 
nerve servinga particular area of the body. 


J For instance, at one point the nerves w ill 
j chiefly serve the lungs and respiratory 
J organs; at another the liver, at still another 
I the stomach and intestinal system. 

These nerves have many functions, but 
j in general their work is to furnish power 
J to the muscles activating t[ie organs they 
(serve, and, under direction of* tjie brain, 

| to control the flow of that power so that 
j the work of the body may tie carried on 
I in an efficient, orderly manner. The pow 
j er they carry is life itself, and without it 
! the body organs cannot carry on. 

| Now here is why it is important, above 
everything, why your backbone should lie 
intellighntly cared for the spine Being 
jointed and movable, slight changes can 
ta.ke place in the relation of one bone to 
another. When they do, they,alter the size 
land shape of the cartilage Cushion between
